I got a little cocky for myself,” admitted 
Such about his adjustment to fame. “Then 
I realized who | was. I was a kid who went 
to a high school that was one-third white, 
one-third black and one-third Puerto Rican. 
I come from a lower class income family. 
It’s nice to be independent financially, it 
makes it alot easier. But money can’t make 
you happy. It doesn’t matter how much 
you have.” 

Any pomposity they retained was kept 
in check when Keep the Faith, their fifth 
and latest CD, failed to match the stellar 
sales of previous albums Slippery When 
Wet and New Jersey in North America (“I 
think the people in the States and Canada 
don't like us no more!” joked Such.), de- 
spite hitting the three million mark on the 
continent and chalking up another four 


million copies sold overseas. The record 
also bears little resemblance to previous 
chart-topping prefabrications. Tunes like 
“If I Was Your Mother” and “Keep the 
Faith” come across like soul-stripping em- 
bodiments reminiscent of another New 


routes that we hadn’t been utilizing in the 
past,” recalled Such about their direction. 
“After all, we’re older now. You can’t write 
a song about how I hate my parents and be 
honest about it, because I don’t hate my 
parents. You have to write about other 
things that you have deep feelings about.” 

They also modified their lifestyles. These 
days, you're more likely to see a nursery 
backstage than a wet bar (thanks in part to 





a baby courtesy of Jon Bon Jovi’s child- 
hood sweetheart and wife), and according 
to Such, who quit smoking and drinking 
two years ago, the band’s rowdier days are 
over. 

“Our wild shit was the goofy stuff,” said 
Such about the band’s shenanigans, which 
were far less scandalous than the current, 
hellacious antics of supergroup Guns N’ 
Roses. “We never did nothing to hurt 
nobody. We were brought up like that. Our 
parents would have kicked our asses. We 
winged a few TV sets out of windows, but 
we didn’t do that after a while, either. You 
know why? Right then and there, they 
make you pay for the stupid things! So I 
said, ‘Geez, wait a minute, let me add this 
up: I threw this out the window, I had about 
three seconds of a good laugh, now I’m 
paying this much for a TV set and they 
charge me three times what it was worth... 
Hmmm, don’t sound right to me.” I think 
we kind of learned that.” 

Such doesn’t remember much of past 
tours (“I was always so blitzed, I didn't know 
where | was!”), but these days, he’s making 
more productive use of whatever free time 
he has on the road. The day before this 
interview, he checked out a museum in 
Costa Rica — hardly a titillating tidbit for 
music muckrakers and a far cry from those 
agonizing hangover experiences of morn- 
ings (or afternoons, for that matter) past. 
He also no longer needs to decipher the 
scribbling of each concert’s locale on his 
set list each night. But wherever the band 
plays, he expresses gratitude for his suc- 
cess in his own private, personal way. 

“I take about 12 seconds and just stand 
there and look around and say to myself 
how lucky I am to be here and thank God 
that I’m doing this. I knew I was going to be 
a rock star when I was a kid growing up. I 
thought it was so cool, but | didn’t know 
how cool it was. I didn’t realize how much 
work there is to do, either, but it is cool.” 

Even if Such and Co. have uttered the 
same damed thing to all the 3,000 other 
interviewers they've yapped with so far this 
year, somehow, you can’t help but believe 
the guy. Talk about living on a prayer.

Kiwanis, Klein, and the slack after budget-cutting

he headlines scream of government 
Teves and Premier Ralph Klein 

asks charities to take up-the slack. A service 
organization, like the Kiwanis Club of Edmonton 
Oil Capital, looks at this request and agrees that it 
will probably have to do more. 

But how much? Club president Mike Kobewka 
hopes his group can take on a‘couple more projects, 
perhaps in co-operation with other Kiwanis clubs. 

At the moment the club gives $5,000 a year to 
the Alex Taylor School milk program, provides 
volunteers for the Salvation Army Christmas kettles, 
and they serve Christmas breakfast at the men’s 
hostel. They also support Junior B hockey and the 
annual music festival. 

“When I was elected I kept churning in my mind, 
‘what are you going to do to improve the position?’” 
Kobewka said. “I had three thoughts. One, public 
awareness — to get the people to know who Kiwanis 
is. Two, club growth — to increase membership 
from 31 to 40 and keep members motivated. And 
three, fundraising — if I can get money from differ- 
ent sources the club can take on more projects.” 

Kobewka was speaking on a night that fits well in 
the calendar of the Kiwanis Club of Oil Capital — 
Police Appreciation Night. The award for commu- 
nity work was given to Detective Terry Sopka of the 
downtown vice unit. ' 

Det. Sopka’s community work record reads like 
a rap sheet of the good kind. He started in 1983 by 
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casual and comfortable 
(your kind of place) 


giving a computer and Christmas gifts to the Atone- 
ment Home. He was a fundraising co-ordinator 
and coach in Tom Thumb Hockey and ringette, 
and continues to organize ringette for girls aged 
16 to 17. 

“Police don’t seem to get good publicity,” said 
Kiwanis past president Alex Tsang, who is involved 
on the committee that selects the award winners. “If 
a policeman does something wrong, everyone knows

Both Kobewka and Tsang said the Kiwanis is 
approachable by any group for discussion, but the 
club’s mandate does not call for advocacy or govern- 
ment lobbying. The turmoil continues, but the 
Kiwanians are willing to dive right into community 
service work. } 
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Barely was Halloween over but retail stores 
began gearing up for the fiscal Christmas 
season. Disgruntled veterans would note 
that Remembrance Day in shopping malls 
is considered the unofficial kick-off date for 
Christmas buying. 

Into this season of consumerism comes 
the Just Christmas sale, which for the last 
nine years has made an effort to inject 
some of the original spirit of Christmas into 
holiday buying. The wares they offer are 
hand-crafted, inexpensive, and the profits 
go to the craft-makers from Third World 
countries. 


In its nine years Just Christmas has 
gone, in the words of participant Tom 
Grauman, “from something quite modest 
to something extraordinary.” Attendance, 
both of customers and participating groups 
(UNICEF, Global Village Crafts, and Grau- 
man’s own project, Pueblos For Partisans) 
has snowballed. In the past three years it 
has been necessary to house the sale in St. 
Joseph’s Basilica. Even a cursory sampling 
of the groups involved easily spans all 
comers of the third world. Handicrafts that 
will be offered in the Nov. 27 sale come 
from sources as diverse as Guatemala (which 
Pueblos For Partisans represents), Kenya, 
the Philippines, Columbia, Jordan, Paki- 
stan, and Taiwan. The list goes on. 

The members of Pueblos For Partisans 
operate throughout Latin America on com- 
munity development projects. They hope 
to influence relationships between Canadi- 
ans, “tocreate dialogues between countries.”

“Being an aboriginal Guatemalan is not 
considered beneficial. There’s a lot of self- 
hatred,” says Grauman. Due to the 
proliferation of western wear, a number of 
natives have lost touch with their weaving 
traditions. Part of the 
benefit of the craft 
co-operatives, he 
believes, is the re- 
acquaintance of 
aboriginal people 
with their tradition- 
al craft, and a 
re-awakening pride. 
As well as selling 
goods in foreign 
countries, the co- 
operatives are 
regaining local mar- 
kets which have been 
dominated by im- 
ports, doing well with 
clothing and candles 
(particularly good 
business in villages 
without electricity). 

Among the groups 
Grauman and Ne- 
ander deal with there 
are two co-opera- 
tives of political 
widows. There is 
Cona Vigua, which is associated with 1992 
Nobel Laureate Rigoberta Menchu. These 
women lost their husbands to political as- 
sassinations. There is also the Santa 


\A 
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Appolonia project, another widows’ co- 
operative organized and supported by 
Guatemalan nuns called the School Sisters 
of St. Francis. 

Then there is ARTEXCO, which consol- 
idates the craft-making efforts of numerous 
highland communities. ARTEXCO seeks 
out markets for crafts, and provides lessons 
in weaving traditions, which had begun to 
fade with the wide availability of Korean- 
manufactured clothing. Finally, there is 
the women’s association in Comitancillo. 

Co-operatives, such as the four that 
Pueblos For Partisans are involved with, 
have been subjected to goverment ha- 
rassment. It has been proven, however, 
that international connections offer pro- 
tection. ARTEXCO, especially set upon 
during the mid-"70s, was helped to its feet 
by the American organization, CARE. 

Grauman and Neander both stress that 
the plight of Latin Americans, and third 
world people in general, is not an endless 
litany of hopeless cases, that the energy 
and resourcefulness of these people is 
invigorating. 

“We don’t want to convey the image of 
‘those poor people’. Our experience is 
very inspired, not morose at all. People 
there have hope, and they are struggling. 
People over here, who have greater possi- 
bilities, seem to approach their lives with 
less enthusiasm. This enthusiasm is some- 
thing they have to teach us.”

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John Stockwell, who has been both 
soldier and peacemaker, is uniquely 
qualified to build lines of communica- 
tion in the post-Cold War world. “We 
have a kind of a breather on the 
global scale from major conflicts,” 
the former CIA officer said in an 
interview. “We should enjoy and build 
on a position of peace at a global 
level.” 

In a phone conversation from his 
home in Elgin, Tex., Stockwell sketched 
the content of his lecture in Edmon- 
ton Nov. 18 at the Garneau Theatre. 
He will be concerned with “healing 
and responsibility” after the Cold War. 

“It seems to me that one thing! can 
do is try to bring a dose of reality into 
this debate, to build a bridge across 
this chasm. We have to be able to sit 
down and talk to the people we dis- 
agree with in order to make democracy 
function.” 

When he was with the CIA, Stock- 
well sat on a sub-committee of the 
National Security Council as com- 
mander of the Angola Task Force. 
“We did what the president wanted, 


~ -what-—he ordered us to do. But in 


doing so we were breaking the law. 
And this is quite a dilemma to put a 
conscientious colonel in. Either course 
he takes — and he only has two 
choices — he breaks the law.” 

Following his resignation from the 
Central Intelligence Agency in 1977, 
Stockwell made his mark as the high- 
est-ranking CIA field case officer to 
go public. He became the CIA's most 
vocal critic. “I went through some 
very angry years in the early 80s,” 
he says. 

In numerous public appearances he 
called for the CIA to be dismantled. “I 
went down and held some maimed 
children in my arms in Nicaragua and 
I felt like my stomach, my soul was 
ripped out.” 

Stockwell’s first book, In Search of 
Enemies, still is the most detailed 
insider’s account of CIA activities, 
aa often brutal policies. The profits 
for In Search of Enemies were seized

Ex-CIA officer delivers a message of healing

confronting unpleasant facts, says it’s 
“not necessarily going to be any more 
peaceful, or it might be just as violent 
the next 50 years as the past 50 years 
were.” The world’s population is 
going to double. There is still a glut of 
nuclear weapons which, as the crisis 
created by the deteriorating Ukraini- 
an arsenal illustrates, are dangerous 
even when not used. “And, quite plain- 
ly, we still have not solved the problem 
of war.” 

Stockwell feels encouraged by the 
Clinton administration, which he sees 
as taking constructive steps, and even 
by the CIA under its current director, 
Robert Gates, whose policies have 
involved increased openness. 

In turn he is frustrated with peace 
groups who have met the CIA’s over- 
tures, ironically, with hostility. The 
Marxist Institute for Policy Studies 
were taken aback when approached 
by a couple of agents interested in 
the IPS’s views on a post-Cold War 
world. The ensuing talks were less 
than fruitful. 

“Then (the IPS) wrote a kind of a 
petulant article saying, ‘we weren’t 
conned by these evil people. We 
don’t trust them. They’re still sons of 
bitches.’ I find that intellectually and 
morally ungenerous.” 

Stockwell sees in the peace move- 
ment the familiar spectres of distrust, 
cynicism and disinformation rearing 
their dubious heads. “I really saw the 
evil and the horror of what Washing- 
ton was doing, and then in time I 
began to see cynicism and fraud on 
the side of the peace movement.” A 
cynicism for which Stockwell feels he 
is partly responsible. 

In his lecture, Stockwell will discuss 
Oliver Stone’s JFK, which he identi- 
fies as “utterly fraudulent in terms of 
history. From the reality of the rela- 
tionship between the CIA and Kennedy, 
it's gibberish. Hundreds of millions of 
people have seen that view. It is 
propaganda, because it’s not true; 
it’s projecting his anger at Washing- 
ton with false facts.” 

He also has his quarrels with Ste- 
phen Segal, whose bad cop government 
agents are portrayed as diabolically 
as possible primarily to showcase 
Segal’s aikido talents. “He’s doing it 
to make money, he’s not into poli-

Then came Don Hunkin who was 
a teacher in Fine Arts. He wanted me to build a machine 
so he could help his drama students overcome stage- 
fright. With my machine, he was easily able to lead 
them back to that childhood trauma that was the cause 
of their stagefright. As adults they could now deal with 
the trauma and their stagefright would- in time- disap- 
pear.” The machine- first built in 1985- proved to be 
the prototype for the DAVID 1. Later machines would 
be developed and sold in the DAVID series, including 
the DAVID Paradise, the DAVID Paradise Jr., the Oasis, 
and the DAVID 2001. “But it really started off as a one 
time thing.” 


Soon the reputation and demand grew. Dr. Koch, a 
local chiropractor, who was already familiar with the 
technology, started using the technology on his pa- 
tients.

using our machines with amazing results, but no one 
really knew why it worked,” said Nancy. “I made some 
more DAVID machines as professionals ordered them, 
but not many,” said David.

Some tennis pros have done well by the use of the 
machines.

I run into an aging hippie with a pile of 
vinyl under his arm. “Getting those 
signed?”, I inquire. “Bloody right!”, he 
responds in a thick Nottingham accent. 
“I’m on the guest list!” 

Once inside, I see that things are dif-

ferent from what they used to be. Tables 
with ashtrays and candles adorn the cav- 
ernous hall, with a big, open space in 
front of the stage. A waiter comes up and 
asks me if I'd like anything to drink.

This is nothing 
like side-stepping vomit and unconscious 
bodies at the Fieldhouse. Pinch me, I’m 
fucking dreaming.

Author Jeffrey Simpson conveys fragmented view of Canada 





a anada's traditional polit- 
ical culture in the 1980s 
cracked like river ice in 
spring,” writes author Jeffery Simp- 
son in the first sentence of his 
new book, Fault Lines. And even 
though the book was completed 
long before the Oct. 25 election, 
the results lend credence to the 
line and become the premise upon 
which the book is based. 
Simpson is unable to provide us

Playing with god 


Vic Gailiunas finds heaven in Vancouver 





hen I told former 

Edmontonian Dave 

Gilby, who current- 
ly drums for Toronto act 
The Pursuit of Happiness, 
that I was doing a story 
on an old acquaintance 
of his named Vic Gailiun- 
as, all he could do was 
laugh. “What name is he 
going under these days?” 
he quipped. 

Alterations in noms de 
plume haven't been the 
only changes in the life 
of singer Vic Gailiunas, best remem- 
bered in Edmonton ffor his 
skin-pounding contributions to bands 
like Truth, The Standards and The 
Mods, before vaulting himself onto 
the Lotusland express in 1986 (For 
an update on the career of his brother 
Adam, check out SEE, Volume 2, 
Number 8.). Currently operating un- 
der the stage name Vic Wayne, he 
chucked his drumsticks years ago and 
picked up the guitar in order to front 
his latest outfit, dear god. 

“We're not a religious band what- 
soever,” said Gailiunas, 27, from 
Vancouver, about the moniker. “Most 
of us are agnostics.” 

If there’s any theological element 
present in dear god’s repertoire, it’s 
much akin to the cynicism expressed 
in XTC’s hit that just so happens to 
bear Gailiunas’s band’s name, which 
he claims was actually inspired by the 
George Burns flick Oh, God! 

“I guess that the word ‘god’ is so 
powerful,” he said. “We were having a 
meeting to discuss the possibility of chang- 
ing the name and I had actually seen the 
movie the night before. Even after all 
these years it’s still kind of hokey, but it’s 
actually a good movie.” 

The frontman is hoping to capital- 
ize on the word’s impact when the 
band hits El Zorro Loco Nov. 23, 
although they do have some impres- 
sive credentials to back them up. In 
1991, their previous incarnation, State 
of Mind, placed in a national Home- 
grown final, won three awards at the 
West Coast Music Awards (including 
group of the year) and were chosen 
for Impact magazine’s New Stuff com- 
pilation. After the name change, a 
new Screaming Trees-U2 hybrid sound 
and a live debut at Seattle’s NAMA 
festival earlier this year, dear god has 
wound up opening up for established 
acts like Pure, Spirit of the West and 
Art Bergmann. All this in one of the 
most competitive entertainment mar- 
kets in the country. 

“There’s just so many more bands 
out here than there were in Edmon- 
ton. You open up the Georgia Straight 
and there’s 200 bands looking for 
bass players. There’s more venues 
and more opportunities for musicians. 
That’s why you see more ex-Edmon-

Alexander, “I guess I’m one of 
the best-kept secrets in Edmon- 
ton.” No modesty here from someone 
who stuck with it through the rise and fall 
of Edmonton's golden rock era of the 
*60s (featuring the likes of The Nomads, 
The Graham Waifer, Willie and the Walk- 
ers, et. al.) and has hung on ever since in 
a shadow of obscurity. 

But the 40-ish Alexander is closer to 
becoming a household name in Japan, 
where he recently spent a year raising 
the rafters in Tokyo’s posh nightclub 
circuit. And while the Land of the Rising 
Sun’s perceived impressionability has been 
a haven for airlifted acts from elsewhere 
to clean and jerk drooping reputations, 
the performer states that the seemingly 
musically-naive nation could teach West- 
erners a thing or two. 

“They've got great players,” said Alex- 
ander, who was dubbed across the Pacific 
as “The Canadian Bluebird” for his rich, 
five-octave voice. “They'll take a tune 
apart, see how it works, put it back 
together and play it better than the guy 
who wrote the song. They're the type of 
people who don’t like to make mistakes.” 

In Tokyo, Alexander hung out with 
former sidemen from Rufus and jazz singer 
Al Jarreau’s group, although he went out 
of his way to teach skilled session locals

how to improvise. “At first, they 
freaked, because they didn’t know 
what to do. It was a great release 
for them, because nobody had 
ever said, ‘okay, | know you can 
play the charts. Give me some- 
thing else.’” 

He soon grew contemptuous of 
his aloof American associates, 
whom he felt frequently took ad- 
vantage of the country’s high regard 
for the players’ past notoriety. “A 
lot of the time, their respect over- 
shadows their ability to play,” he 
said of the arrogance of U.S. mu- 
sicians in the face of southeast 
Asian reverence for them.

Currently being managed by his wife, 
Alexander proudly declares self-sufficiency 
in an industry rife with salacious booking 
agents and other middlemen, and has 
talked his way into playing clubs with 
repertoires ranging from R&B to country 
(personal tastes run the gamut from Luther 
Vandross to Vince Gill, although he dis-

a powerful voice. Years of experienc- 
es have helped cultivate her musical 
adeptness as well as her career aspi- 
rations. And now, after attempting to 
pursue various musical styles, Jenson 
finds herself returning to the begin- 
ning, back to where her love of music 
began, back to singing jazz. 

At age four Kennedy Jenson loved 
listening to Peggy Lee. In high school, 
her taste in music varied greatly from 
Grand Funk Railroad to Billie Holi- 
day; therefore it’s not surprising that 
she has dabbled in many styles of 
music.

After studying flute at Grant MacE- 
wan, Jenson joined her brother Doug 
in the moderately successful Canadi- 
an pop band Jenson Interceptor as a 
backup singer. After the band’s de- 
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mise, Jenson lent her 
pipes to the local tele- 
vision show Sun 
Country, which aired in 
the late 1980s and was 
hosted by country per- 
former Ian Tyson. She 
has also done musical 
theatre, performed 
worldwide for the Ca- 
nadian Armed Forces, 
spent six months in Los

iE ife is but a dream, Joel Feeney's 


latest release, doesn't show 
a lot of diversity, but then he 
didn't want it to. 

“T think this is more of an album, 
rather than a collection of singles. 
It's got a common feel and theme, 
throughout. The first album (Joel 
Feeney and Western Front) was 10 sin- 
gles,” Feeney says.

Two weeks of ballet offer variations

been dominated by ballet; the 
Alberta Ballet presented three pre- 
mieres on Nov. 5-6 and the National 
Ballet School brought their show/ 
workshops/master classes to town. 
While there were some brilliant mo- 
ments, there were also eternities. 
The Alberta Ballet consumated its 
artistic marriage to the Edmonton 
Symplony Orchestra with a program 
of three short works. Perhaps short is 
not the term to use when reviewing 
this show as it was very drawn out and 
tedious. The dancing was lovely, the 
music was rich and full and there were 
some interesting choreographic mo- 
ments; unfortunately, the pacing and 
tone of the evening was monotonous. 
The evening desperately needed a high 


T:: last two weeks seem to have 


point, a crescendo of energy, some- 
thing to spark the audience’s 
excitement. 

In A Time of Darkness was an 
impressive display of the blossoming 
choreographic talent of Ballet BC’s 
Crystal Pite, who is definitely des- 
tined to become a major Canadian 
choreographer but is still in the pro- 
cess of honing her skills. 

Ali Pourfarrokh’s Ancient Voices was 
the most interesting piece of the evening. 
A large scaffold-like structure partnered 
the dancers in this very abstract explora- 
tion of movement. 

While Jeam Paul Comelin’s Requi- 
em held promise of ‘a being a 
celebration and union of the arts (a 
choir and four opera soloists were 
integral parts of this interpretation of 


Mozart’s masterpiece), the dance soon 
became repetitive, using the same 
sequences over...and over... and over. 
Variations on the theme were non- 
existent, leaving the audience fighting 
to keep ‘themselves awake. 

The show’s problem was not the 
dancers, the music or even the cho- 
reography but the pacing. Presenting 
three dances that are so similar in 
feeling and tone detracts from the 
effect of choreography, as the au- 
dience becomes restless and bored. 
An upbeat number or short piece 
from classical repertoire would have 
injected more life and energy into 
the show. 

The National Ballet School presented 
a diverse, well-paced showing of their 
talented students. A little comedy, 


some classics, a bit of modern and 
character thrown in for good measure 
kept the audience interested and alert. 

Edmontonian Jaimie Tapper was 
dazzling in the Pequita pas de deux, 
displaying a bravura and self-assur- 
ance that will undoubtedly catapault 
her into the upper ranks of the ballet 
world very quickly. Her comic timing 
and incredible flexibility made the tango 
number from Four Popular Dances a 
clear crowd favorite. Mistaya Hem- 
ingway, also of Edmonton, danced 
excerpts from Brahm’s Waltzes with 
fluidity of movement and maturity. 
Peggy Baker’s choreography was poi- 
gnant, smooth and a delight to watch 
and it’s unfortunate that Edmonoton 
rarely sees Baker’s intelligent and 
moving choreographic talents. ©

Kitchen pulled actor Michael Spen- 

cer Davis aside and told him that the 

ers above had given him the chance 

to direct a Rice Theatre production of A 

Stranger to My Paris. “Myjawliterally 

dropped,” the affable Davis admitted. “I 

was humbled, excited, nervous and taken 
aback in one loop.” 

The play, running to Nov. 30, is based 
on Colette, the infamous early 20th centu- 
ry author who set her native France aflame 
with her seductive prose. “Colette was the 
Erica Jong of her time — her general 
theme in books was about love and coming 
of age to it,” said Davis. “Her writing 
expresses the beauty and hellishness of it 
all, and to this day she is being published.” 

The author, best remembered for creat- 
ing Gigi, was instrumental in bringing back 
the joi de vivre to postwar France. “She 
was a French icon and an important inter- 
national figure.” Her wild past included 
scandalous affairs with both men and wom- 
en, and husbands that tried to break her. In 
spite of her decadence, she was given a 
state funeral when she died in 1954. 

Action in the bare-bones play occurs in 
a discouraging period of Colette’s life 
when she was close to a nervous break- 
down in Paris, 1944. The premier work 
written by Katherine Beaumont has ex- 
trapolated several actual events from the 
author’s life, therefore allowing for cre- 
ative license to cover issues at hand. 
According to Davis, Colette had “basical- 
ly lost the will to write. At the time she 
was dealing with all sorts of demons in 
her past, feeling guilty for the way she 
should have dealt with her husband who 
was a Jew released by the Nazis, and had 
to live in hiding for six months.” 

Her companion was a British servant 
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Michael Spencer Davis 


that worshipped her to the same extent 
men of his ilk revere Marlene Dietrich or 
Judy Garland. The atmospheric piece is 
a two-hander starring Isobel Smith as 
Colette, and Brian Linds as her manser- 
vant-companion. 

Davis had the benefit of a three-week 
rehearsal time for the piece, compared 
to the single week normally given — an 
exception for Rice policy. The BA and 
BFA grad pushed for a longer rehearsal 
period on the grounds that it was a new 
play and that it was his first major direc- 
torial experience since his Citadel teen 
fest production of Party’s Over six years 
ago. Davis feels the pressure is on him as 
any artiste, yet, heisn’t daunted. and 
enjoys the “collaborative process” en- 
tailed in bringing the work to life, nor is 
he bothered by lack of money in the 
budget to hire a soundscaper. 

His next project will be acting in Col- 


lateral Damage at Theatre Network, 


then hitting the audition calls. Between 
gigs he still slings pasta at Chianti’s. At 
31 , he intends to wait on tables until 35 
and hasn’t given up on making acting a 
full-time career. Davis has been happily 
married for the last two years to Bonnie 
Green, who recently starred in Network’s 
Thirteen Hands. ©

Frankenstein (Leave it to Jane) 

With intentions to remount in Calgary in Janu- 
ary, aremake was born {the musical Frankenstein 
made its debut last season). This revamped 
version again meandered with too many sub- 
plots and melodies sung in the key of C. A 
widely energet castic with Cathy Derkach as 
Mary Shelley acting out ker own ad hoc version 
of Frankenstein <9 her boozy buds of the 1800s, 
Dr. Polidori (Ashley Wright), Lord Byron (Dec- 
lan O'Reilly), Claire Claimont (Kate Ryan) and 
hubby Percy (Chris Wynters) ham it up with the 
roller-rink rock tunes penned by Chris Wynters 
and Scott Peters. This is a lengthy work that had 
its merits in plot exposition, but a cut of perhaps 
30 minutes in song and dialogue would have 
served well. 


In the jungle of the Cities (Studio Theatre) 
Distinguished visiting artist Uta Birnbaum whips 
the cast of 19 into clockwork robotons that 
shout-speak their lines with unnerving similar- 
ity. Hi Ho, we need a double margarita to calm 
the psyche after this one. The play, written in 
1924 by Marxist Bertolt Brecht, strips aside 
pretensions of morality in pre-war Germany by 

using Chicago in 1912 as a scapegoat for sleaze 
that ran rampant in big urban cities at the time. 
A clerk in a lending library gets tormented 
throughout this piece by 2 lumber dealer look- 
ing very quasi modo. The library guy, played by 
Ari Cohen, expends energy in wavering be- 
tween different states of whiny, drunken hysteria, 

played in one note. The lumber dealer, played 
by Shaun Smyth, is effectively wooden as an 
oily manipulator betraying the trust engen- 
dered to him from the other varied characters in 
this crazy quilt of a play. Vitriolic yelling lost 
whatever moral pearl this play was intending to 
convey. A dusty encyclopedic version of de- 
cay, lacking passion ora real sense of humanity 
on the brink of apocalypse. Runs to Nov. 20. 


Our Town: Maclab Stage, the Citadel 

This 50-year-old chestnut, written by Pulitzer 

Prize winner Thomton Wilder, has one riveted 

in its simplicity. A large cast of 20 inhabit the 
town of Grover’s Corners N.H., an apple pie 
town that has citizens nodding “good morning 
to. ya" in 1901, while slowly suffocating to its 
predictable rhythm. An economically directed 
work by Jack Wetherall has Bill Webster as the 
Stage Manager direct the audience into a tiny 
burg that could be as frightening as a polyure- 
thaned old time theme park. George, played by 
Bruce Davies, is a confused young man enter- 
ing the expectations of the era to get married to 
Emily Vennifer Wigmore). Davies is totally con- 
vincing as his journeys through marriage take 
him to a grieving process of foss of youth and 
wife.

BOB DYLAN 
World Gone Wrong 
(Columbia) 


Unlike Neil Young and Eric Clapton, 
Ronnie Wood is“Plugged In And Stand- 
ing”; thealbum’s subtitle being a rather 
blatant rebuttal of both of his contem- 
poraries’ recent turn towards 
“acousticism” of late. Basically, this 
release seems to be trying to raise 
Wood's profile, and why the heck 
shouldn’t it? As you may recall, The 
Woodman spent the first ten years of 
his career in Rod Stewart’s shadow 
with the Faces, only tospend the rest of 
itas a foil to Keith Richards. He’s never 
had a hit of his own, yet he’s on the 
radio all the time. Thus, the inclusion 
of the Stones’ “Pretty Beat Up” and the 
Faces’ standard “Stay With Me” (he 
co-wrote both of ‘em) seem natural, if 
only to emphasize where he fits in the 
grand scheme of things. Woodie and 
band (including ex-Face lan McLagan) 
attempt (successfully) to create that 


pub-rock feel one more time. 

By comparison, Bob Dylan’s new 
disc attempts to use the past without 
leaning on his own repertoire. Think- 
ing back to his image as the fresh 
faced, itinerant train hopping minstrel 
with the penchant for Woody Gutherie, 
one realizes just how far he’s come: 
full circle. For a man known as a 
songwriter, World Gone Wrong is un- 
usual — it’s an album of other people's 
songs — but in Dylan’s hands, the 
music can't help but project the my- 
thology of beginnings as anonymous 
as his own. 

In this sense, Dylan’s set of vintage 
and obscure covers of turn of the cen- 
tury rural folk and blues tries to 
reemphasizes his unique point of view 
as the lone post-beatnik beacon of 
clear thought. His reaction is predict- 
able; the restated theme is far from 
existential, but he’s not giving up just 
yet. His raison d’etre, as always, is for 
his work to reflect a world view with 
some type of substance, albeit per- 
sonal rather than universal, but at least 
he’s still got one. Just think, the hippies 
had Dylan; who's speaking for our 
generation - Morrissey!?

Instrumental garage music doesn't seem to be a 
prevalent genre anywhere in Canada. In the east, 
there's Shadowy Men on a Shadowy Planet, but 
they' ve already garnered mainstream acceptance. 
On the other hand (not to mention the other side of 
the country), there is Huevos Rancheros. Although 
these two bands are great friends and play similar 
music, Huevos Rancheros' punk rock edge has 
been akey to acceptance in the U.S. withEndsville, 
an album on Seattle's C/Z Records. 

Bassist Graham Evans explained. “(Our C/Z 
deal) was sort of an accident. Our manager (John 
Hewer) in Vancouver went to see a band called the 
Mono Men who are based out of Bellingham. One of 
themembers, named Dave Crider,owns Estrus Records 
and our manager gave them our first demo tape They 
phoned our guitar player, Brent, about two days after 
that and said, ‘Hey, would you guys like to do a 457" 
Then, the involement with C/Z came about through 
Estrus.” 

They are far from unsuccessful in Canada, how- 
ever. Continental chart action and a nomination 
for a MuchMusic video of “Cindy With an ‘S'” 
has resulted in aclaim beyond their Calgarian 
borders. They were also well received onstage at 
the South By Southwest festival in Austin, and in

an opener for the Henry Rollins 
at CBGB in New York during 
their North American tour.

A quick glance at the latest bill 
of fare presents a offering laden 
with beef and seafood. Closer 
scrunity reveals an epicurean trea- 
sure grove, which differentiates 
The Sawmill from other “surf and 
turf” establishments. Besides ap- 
petizers, salads and soups to start 
the meal, there is still their fa- 
mous salad and oyster baravailable, 
which can also double as an en- 
tree. An intriguing twist is taken 
by adding leeks to the French 
onion soup, which was forgone in 
the favor of New England clam 





chowder. Also ordered as a pre- 
dinner stimulant was the skillet of 
prawns, appetizer size. Both dishes 
arrived steaming hot. The soup 
was a brimming bowl of thick 
cream, baby clams, colorful with 
vegetables and sweetenedwith finely 
diced peppers. A sqeeze of fresh 
lemon brought the flavors alive. 
True to its name, the prawns were 
served ina minature castiron skillet. 
The prawns with artichoke hearts 
and halved cherry tomatoes were 
quickly sauteed in a gentle garlic 
herb butter blending nicely with 
the other tastes and textures. 

If deciding on starters was a 
hard process, selecting entrees 


became a major operation. Baked 
salmon with a baby shrimp dill
